Tower City, Penna., Aug. 3,.—Nine- 
teen men were killed and gwo seri- 
vusly injured yesterday, in a double 


explosion in the East Brookside mine | 


of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron company, near here. Thir- 
teen men died in the first explosion 
and five went to their deaths in the 
second blast, after an heroic attempt 
to rescue the first victims. One of 
the rescuers escaped alive, but died a 
tew hours later, The dead ure:

It is not known exactly what caused 
the explosion, but the miners at the 
colliery are inclined to the belief that 
the first explosion was that of dyna- 
mite and the second was caused by 
gus which had been liberated by the 
dynamite explosion, The dead were 
scattered about for a distance of about 
a quarter of a mile. Only three men 
were taken out of the mine alive and 
one of these died on his way to the 
hospital.

plosion occurred, He was rescued 
several hours later. Tiarry Schott- 
skill was another man taken out-alive, 
Both were burned and bruised and 
Lorens died later, 

Real Story May Never Be Known. 

It is possible that the real story of 
the explosion may never be known, 
as all who were in a position to know 
were killed 

While the impression scems to be 
that the first explosion was that of 
dynamite, it is also possible that it 
might have been due to gas. The men 
were killed in three different ways. 
Some of them were violently hurled 
against the sides of the tunnel in 
which they were working and crushed. 
Some were burned to death by the ex- 
plosion of gas and others were sulfo- 
cuted by the after damp which always 
follows an explosion in the mines. 

All but five men killed were read- 
ily identified, and it is believed that 
the other five might e: y be identi- 
fied also if any of thei elatives had 
lived in the vicinity \ ha few ex- 
ceptions all of the fo: sho workmen 
were brought here trom a distance, 

Employs 500 Men. 

The Kast Brookside Colliery em- 
ploys about 500 hands. It is situated 
on top of the mountain, within about 
two miles of Tower City, and within 
the same distance of half a dozen 
other lite towns in the Williams val- 
ley. The colliery closed down Thurs- 
q@ay evening for the week but Charles 
Portland, a mining contractor, who 
has a contract with the Reading com- 
pany to drive a tunnel, kept some of 
his men at work, There were a half 
dozen muckers at work whose duty 
it is to load the debris blown by the 
Diasis which are fired at night. There 
is also a mucker boss and a black- 
smith and his helper. All were ut 
work in the tunnel, which is about a 
quarter of a mile from the slope to 
the mine, 

Were Making Inspection, 

Supt. Loreng and Mine Iqgoss Far- 
rell were in the mine making an in- 
spection of some new work which was 
to be done and were about six hun- 
dred feet trom the tunnel in which 
dttlian workmen were engaged. it 
Was shortly before noon when the 
men on the surface heard a rumbling 
noise and from the mouth of the 
slope and from the air passageway at 


dust. The outside men knew in an 
instant that there had been a bad ex- 
plosion and @ rescue party was quick- 
ly organized. 

The rescuers were lowered into the 
slope a depth of 1,200 feet down to 
the fifth level next to the bottom of

St. Catharines, Aug. 3.—One of the 
most peculiar accidents in the history 
of the Welland canal occurred at two 
o'clock Saturday when the big steel 
steamer Lehigh took a dive from the 
ievél of lock 28 to that of lock 22, a 
distance of fourteen feet. 

The Lehigh, loaded with coal from 
Lorraine for Montreal, was entering 
lock 23 at an unusually high speed 
and before the efforts to check her 
were of any avail, she crashed into 
the foot gates and smashed the top 
off each gate about half way down. 

The force of water in the level be- 
hind her then carried the steamer 
ever the lower half of the gates and 
into the level fourteen feet below, bow 
first As she took the plunge, her 
bow was submerged for some time 
and she shipped considerable water, 

As she rose the foree of water 
caught her again and swept her at 
full speed down the lovel below te- 
wards lock 22 from which the steam- 
er Fairmount bound up was just en- 
tering. The captain of the Lehigh, in 
order to avoid a collision with the 
Fairmount, ran his steamer into the 
sione abutment of lock 22, and stove 
a large bole in her bow below the 


water line.

ENGLISH CROPS ARE 
DOUBTFUL AT BEST 


Speaking Generally They are Even, 
and in East England are Bad— 
Labor Shortage in Midlands Adds 
to Difficulties. 


London, Aug. 2.—The comparative 
failure of the two preceding harvests 
has made the whole farming com- 


munity not a little nervous about the 
harvest that has begun here, and 
though it is at best a doubtful har- 


vest, even if the weather proves good, 
tarmers are in much doubt about the 
sequel 

The reason is that the crops, speak- 
ing generally, are uneven, even with- 
in the circle of « single field. Again 
some crops are laid by the rain-——wit- 
ness some very heavy crops in Kent— 
and others are upright, largely  be- 
cause they are thin and light, 


On the whole, western farmers are 
the more hopeful Excellent crops

year’s rate will be two mills higher 
than last year 

Some little time ago, when it was
